


NEW BUILDING FOR 
LIBRARY HINTED AS 
POST-WAR PROJECT 


; Construction of a new building 
for the Upland library “might be 
a good post-war project”, Mayor 
Eugene Nisbet informally com- 
mented at last night’s city coun- 
cil meeting, when Librarian Mrs. 
mF. H. Manker reported the con- 
dition of a building fund. 

The fund now totals $1,400 and 
during the fiscal year just ended 
$400 were collected for this fund 
as fines for over-due books, she 
» reported. She also dropped a hint 
» that the councilmen might al- 
locate any other funds for the 
building project. 

As the result of previous sug- 
gestions, the building fund was 
created sometime ago and from 
various sources, the total has been 
increased. Mrs. Manker was at 
the council meéting for only a 
short time last night during 
which she reviewed the building 
























fund project. 
Mayor Nisbet responded by stat- 
ing that construction of the 


building might be something for 
the post-war period. 

Judge Mildred R. Puckett sub- 
mitted an annual report revealing 
receipts of $8,707.50 in fines. Of 
this sum, $6,104.50 were for traf- 
fic law violations and $2,603 for 
other violations. June fines to- 
taled $716. 

The police department exper- | 
ienced a kusy month, according to 
the June report. Radio calls han- 
dled by the department totaled 
1402. Thirty-three motorists were 
arrested for traffic law violations. 

Loss from fire in Upland dur- 
ing June totaled $37, according 
to the report of Fire Chief How- 
ard Paulin. Six fires occurred. 

Water department income to- 
taled $6,420.25, with 6,772,900 
cubic feet of water being consum-| 
ed during June, according to the 
report to the city council, 

City Clerk Ray C. Norton call- 
ed to the council’s attention the 
fact that if any changes are to 
be made in the salary paid the 
clerk this action should be taken 
before the end of the present 
term to be effective at the start 
of the next term. The clerk’s sal- 
ary is $75, unchanged for years. 

The annual contract with the 
state highway department for the 
expenditure of gasoline tax funds 
for maintenance of local highways | 
‘was approved. The city is al- 
located one-fourth of a cent per 
gallon of the gas tax, the money 
to be used on specified thorough- | 
fares. 

City Manager Richard G. Man- 
ley was authorized to employ an | 
auditing firm to check over the 
city’s books. Additional city work 
such as typing documents, will be 
given to Mrs. Arthur Relph, as- | 
sistant chamber of commerce sec- 
retary, for which the city will in-! 
crease her pay $25 a month.

Income of $771.39 has been re- 
ceived by the Upland civilian de- 
fense council from the sate of &he 
grease and scrap, Howard Mason 
reported at the Upland control 
center meeting Wednesday morn- 
ing. At the same time Mr. Mason 
appealed for continued contribu- 
tion, pointing out especially that 
scrap grease is sorely needed. The 
local meat markets will receive 
the grease, which is immediately 
turned over to government agen-

scrap and through this source the 
local defense council receives 
funds.

No one else, in this particular plant, 
can get it. But the helper can’t use it. 

Union “‘inspectors’’ are numerous, and among other 
things their job is to see to it that workmen do no more than 
their own class of work. <A ‘‘eutter’’, for example, can- 
not help the welder even though he has plenty of time. 

This situation is not unusual. It is very common knowl- 


edge that defense workers, generally speaking, are not ‘‘rush- 


ed”. While many of them would like to do more and are 
disgruntled because of the waste, they cannot work harder 
than union officials and certain labor rules permit. 

What can be done? A changed attitude in the minds of 
the lawmakers and of President Roosevelt should result in a 
common-sense labor policy.
